Advantages for private mve»t- 
ment of Ae short-term notes' to 

be issued in the Victory Liberty 
Loan arc beUeved by the Federal 
Reserve Board to be greater than 
those of any preceding liberty 
loan issue. 

In its forthcoming bulletin for 
April, an ab&tnct of -which was 
made public Wednesday,, the 
Board expresses the opinion that 
the short-term notes will have a 
greater market stability because 
of their short maturity, and also 
because they will not be incum- 
bered by uncerteinty as to re- 
demption after a specified period, 
as is the case with long-term 
notes. 

"When the investor purchases 
a government note with a matur- 
ity of four years," the boaM ar- 
gues, "he has the assurance the 
obligation will possess greater 
stability of value than possibly 
could be given by any bond whose 
maturity is long or which is sub- 
ject to the possibility of redemp- 
tion after a specified period, but 
which hits no definite or positive 
claim for such redemption upon 
the maker or issue of such bonds. 

"Far from its being true, there- 
fore, that the new notes are not 
well adapted <o private subscrip- 
tion, diey.are eminently so adapt- 
ed, while the conditions under 
which they are to be issued 
should bring thein much closer 
to the requirements of the indi- 
vidual buyer than has been true 
of any <w the preceding liberty 
loans." 

Aside from the attractive in- 
vestment oflFered, the notes must 
be ahstjrbed largely through pri- 
vate subscription, the board s'ays, 
to prevent further inflation of 
banking credit and a resultant 
continuance of high-prices. Liber- 
al subscription to the issue is de- 
clared to be the dictate of "self- 
interest." • 

"Only 'one remedy for the fi- 
nancial situation now existing 
can be applied," the board says, 
"and that is that the public sub- 
scribe freely for #ie government

METHOD OF PREPARING WORK 

Customers desiring fancy designs worked on front, back, collar, 
etc., shoxdd run a basting thr^d outlining design. j 
Baste seams together as for ordinary stitching and then turn both ^ 
seams one way and baste on right side of garment. 

In preparing a blouSe for hemstitching, baste all seams as if to sew 
by hand, using rather closer stitches. Do not press open the seams. 
This is done for all regular seams and yoke^. For the armholes and 
cuffs leave the seams open or the work cannot be done. For the 
shoulder, however, this is not necessary. Hems are turned twice as^ 
if for ordinary stitching, but are basted rather closely. Hems for 
skirts' and ruffles should be turned twice and basted. 

For a ruffle, or any "gathered" material, the seap should always 
be turn/ed away from the ruffle or gather. 

Hems with raw edges should be turned twice as prepared for ma- 
chine stitchifig, -except on Chiffon and 'similar thin fabrics, when one 
turn is sufficient. ... , .
